Aa shown by the graph, some high school districts in Illinois arc more 
than 20 times as able to support a high school education for their chil­ 
dren as are others. The result is a high tax rate in the poor districts and 
extremely low tax rates in the rich districts as well as large inequalities in 
educational opportunity for the children. For example with a 20 cent 
tax rate La Rose can produce $139.56 for each resident high school pupil 
while Dongola even with a tax rate ten times as high or $2.00 can pro­ 
duce only $64.68 for each resident high school pupil. 
A t the present time nothing is being done in Illinois to equalize these 
inequalities. The 60th General Assembly is expected to consider a plan of 
State Aid for High Schools to equalize these enormous inequalities. High 
School boards facing the problem of closing schools because of lack of 
funds are uniting to request the General Assembly to rush them some 
emergency aid to keep schools open.
